Unhappily, the announcements of fire, ac- 
companied by loss of life,” are frequent enough 
to weaken in some degree, the dreadful signifi- 
- eance of those simple Words. Such an occur- 
rence, however, can at no time be regarded with 

indifference, and its details are, to thousands, 
fraught with a terrible interest. The confla- 


gration, which took place pn Wells street yes- 


terday morning, is searcely wanting in a sein- 
gle accessory which could add to its unmitiga- 
‘ted horror. Ten persons, old men and women, 
mothers and delicate children, were suddenly 
awakened from the calm sleep of fancied secu- 
rity, to meet death iu his most awful form. 
Some of them perchance, stifled by the smoke 
before they fully comprehended their danger, 
‘died without great suffering. We earnestly 
hope that it was so. Others, however, learned 
the fate which threatened them, but only to 
learn that escape was impossible aid that their 
doom was sealed. The imagination stands ap- 
palled in picturing the despair of these poor 
creatures, so near safety and yet so far remov- 
ed, who gazed for the last time upon the famil- 
jar street and the crowd below them, who saw, 
it may be, some of their friends escaping, and 
then died in agony. ! 

A tew bours later, the sun rose upon a heap 
of shapeless ruins, and the charred and black~ 
ened bodies were conveyed away. During the 
day, a large number of persons hung around 
the scene of the fire, and surveyed, with a ter- 
rible curiosity, a few pieces of bone and flesh 
which had not been removed. Most of the suf- 

ferers were very poor and very friendless. 
One woman only came to claim the body of her 
husband, and as she was upable to defray the 


* expense of a funeral, she requested that he also |

It is generally thought that the fire was the 
work of an incendiary, as severa) attempts 
have been previously made to consume the 
‘game buildings. If such be the origin of the 
present conflagration,.the man who has com- 
‘mitted the crime, must have the heart of a 
fiend. Ten foul murders are resting upon his 
head. The man who stabs another in the dark 
is guiltless compared with him who applies his 
_ torch to houses that are filled with sieeping 


men and innocent children. iid

trust that whoever shall hereafter be convicted 
of it, may meet the reward which the magni- 
tude of bis offence demands.

The Bloomington Pantagraph of Monday 
comes loaded with news of disasters and hair's 
breadth escapes—the result, of the Great Tor- 


nado which swept over the centre of the State 


, on Thursday evening last. The latter ac- 
counts do not differ from our earlier advices, 
except in names of sufferers and localities. The 
details are the same—buildings blown over 
and destroyed, or moved bodily hundreds of 
yards from their foundations—tences scattered 
ta and wide-—crops destroyed—stacks taken 
up into the air and threshed before descend- 
ing-—horses rolled over and over on the pral- 


rie by the force of the wind—groves of stately - 


trees uprooted and destroyed—roofs flying 
hither and yoa—railroad trains ‘thrown bodily 
off the track—rising: streama and overflowed 
lands—miraculous [escapes of men, vo- 
men and children exposed to the fury of the 
blast—immenes losses of property by light- 
ung, wind and flood—are the staples of the ac- 
count. The tornado was one of the most 
fearful which we have ever known. to 
eep over our State; and how, in the destrac- 
tion of many buihlings, their famates so gen- 
erally eseaped with life, is the chief cause of 
astonishment. So far not more than four 
deaths are recorded as the result of this eal- 
amity. 


: The End of the Utah War. 
When we say that the Utah Expedition has 
lumped through, our readers will understand 
that ten millions of dollars, more or less, have 
slumped through with it. So has an dvelanche 
of military glory; so have hundreds of heroes 
of the field and the rampart; so has an epic 
poem—all ingloriously squelched, because the 
‘Mormons wouldn't fight. Nothing appears to 
have been saved but the matter of a few thon- 
sand lives. To complete the disaster Gens, 
Pensirer F. Surru and Boanerges Ha are 
left wrangling over an abstraction. The com- 
mand of the Utah forces isn’t worth a pinch 
of:brimstone, Sic transit. 

Aud so ends, if we are correg¢tly informed, 
another exhibition of the American Eagle. 
Here we reach another result of onr training and 
geulus, civil and military. A few cartloads of 
gold, perhaps a hundred lives, certainly a lib- 
eral expenditure of Saxon strength in the Arc- 
tie blasts of a Rocky Mountain winter, a lit- 
tle world of correspondence, bulletins, dis- 
patches, proclamations and protocols—and all 
for what? Will anybody tellus? lu a general 


way we understand that the inhabitants of 


_ Utah were in a state of rebellion against Fed- 
eral authority, and that the only way left open 
to the central Government was to reduce them 
by force of arms. But neither the late nor the 
present Administration has given Congress or 
the country the specific acts which required this 

waste of treasure and this barlesque of a war. 

Wich a liberality and ease, which may possibly 
have been admissable under the circumstances, 
but which are wholly unsafe for a precedent, 
Congress has allowed the Utah invasion to go 
on, as though it were a matter of cdutse. If 
it was a war, and there seems little doubt it 
was intended to be, Congress did not declare 
it. It seems to have been a foray on the indi. 

vidual responsibility of the President. The 
Constitution confers upon Congress the exclus- 
ive right of making war, and limits the funo- 
tions of the President to carrying it on after it 
is regularly declared, and to making peace, 
wild the advice and consent of the Senate, after 
it is finished. In the general boiching of Utah 
affairs, we have a direct revereai not only of all 
our war precedents, Lut an infringement of the 
Constitution itself: If it is alleged that this 
Was not a war, we reply that it differed from 
one in nothing but the blood spilling, which 
was avoided only by the enemy’s failure to shed 
his portion of it. Was it known that the crazy 

mouthings of Baronam Youne and Onxson 
Hype would end in this ridiculous fizzle? Then 
why commence squandering four millions of 
dollars in new regimenis, to complete what was 
already foredoomed ?

Letter from Kansas City. 
Emigration General Prospects—Santa Fe Trade. 


Three or four days ago I sent you a letter from 


‘this place in regard to the Titus and Pomeroy 


rencounter, and other matters, but there were a 
few things I omitted lest my communication might 


understood that there lie the choicest lands of Kan- 
sas, and that they are open for settlement. The in- 
fiax of population to Kansas is perhaps nearly as 
great as last year. Immigration is of a more perma- 
nent class. Men come with their families overland 
and bring their stock and household goods ; they 
crowd our ferry boats, and the unmistakeable whoa, 
haw T of the farmer from the “east countrie,” as his 
peaceful train defiles through our streets, to now 


I homes on the rie, lands beyond, can be heard any 


hour of the day. The facilities for public convey- 
ance to this country bave improved since last year ; 
the number of boats running on the Missouri river 
has been greatly increased, and are now amongst 
the most elegant and comfortable boats which float 
on the western rivers: This city and the Territory 
generally,are mach better prepared now for receiv- 
ing immigration. During the past mild and open 
winter buildings have been erected in great numbers 
here and in the Territory. Provisions are cheap 
and plenty. This Western Missouri is awakening 


mate, the production of hemp, mules and niggers 
does not constitute the whole duty of man. 


yet as a city we can boast of being in a better con” 
dition fluancially than most western centres of 
business. Our merchants and citizens, generally, 
owe but little. No failures of importance have oc- 
curred, or are likely to occur here. Real estate 
though not in such active demand as last year, is 
selling from time to time at higher rates than was 
demanded. Materials for building being more 
pleaty, also provisions, and consequently labor 
cheaper than last year, everybody seems disposed 
to push forward their improvements, ie spite of hard 
times. There never was a time when more buildiags 
were in process of erection in our city than K 
present. As the focus of trade for this border we 
feel in a measure exempt from the disaster of the 
great crisis. We stand in the same relation, as that 
of St. Louis to the rest of the country, in the revul- 
sion of 1836, when her banks continued specie 
payment. 
The operation of the Deficiency bill which has 
just passed Congress, and the payments to the In- 
dian tribes which is about to take place, will dis- 
tribute several millions along our border. A large 
share of this money will soon figure in the bank 
books of our merchants and the money market of 
this region will be sensibly improved. The Indian 
payment of itself is a great source of wealth to 
the border. Our older merchants are well aware 
that the greatest searcity of money for years past, 
has always been immediately before these payments’ 
and (bey make their arrangements accordingly. 
Every ove who visits our city directly from the 
east, where business is generally depressed,“ 
astonished at the improvements in progress, and 
the general activity aud appearance of business 
presented by our streets and levee. The traing 
from Santa Fe are fust beginning to come in. Thee 
huge caravaus which are called under the ral 
name of Santa Fe trains,” roll in from the south 
west fifteen hundred miles, and bear the entire 
commerce of New Mexico and Chihoahua. They 
consist of heavy covered wagons of a peculiar 
shape and structure, dyawn by six or eight pair of 
mules or oxen, with a Mexican driver a la postilion. 
These monsters of the prairie, with their swarthy 
drivers, who Bedlamize the streets with their 
“strange foreigu accent,”—a half Spanish gibber- 
ish—whieh the males understand, would, of ticm- 
selves, give a lively aspect to a city three times out 
dimensions. But, added to these are trains of the 
Indian traders, from the base of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, who are now ceming to purchase their mer- 
chandise and supplies. Teams from Arkansas, 
Southern Kansas, and the Indian country, as well 
as the wealthy counties immediately south of us, 
swell the aggregate and make Kansas City in ap- 
pearance as as in reality, a place of extensive trate 
and a marvel of commerciai activity.

Noore’s School District L’braries. 
Editors Chicago Tribune During the last ses- 
sion of oar State Legisiatare some amendments and 
additions were made to the new Schoo! Law, the

special provision for libraries in each School Dis- 
trict. 


No effort has been made by the booksellers of the 
State to furnish libraries to the School Directors, for 
the reasons that up to this time there have been 
no surplus funds in the hands of Township Trea- 
surers, that could be employed in this way; and 
the State Superintendent has only very recently 
given his official exposition ” of this library clause, 
informing the District Directors how far they huve 
power to act in purchasing books for libraries. And 
now when this cireuiar is issued, dated May Ist, it 
is in connection with lists of books called Illiaois 
Distuct School Libraries,” which are recommended 
to the district officers throughout the State. 

These libraries, of which there are four adver- 
tised in the circular before me, are offered for sale 
by Mr. A. O. Moore, publisher in New York city. 
I have taken the pains to read over with some care 
the titles of the boeks brought together in these 
libraries, and am prepared to give an opinion con- 
cerning the character of the collection, and how far. 
it is suited to the wanta of school libraries. Mr. 
Moore is a publisher of agricultural books and, sach 
only, He consults his own interest by furnishing 
in these libraries all his own publications, and the 
balance in such books qs he can obtain in exchange 
for them at the greatest profit. In his circular he 
says, Agriculture, the leading interest of the 
State, has received special attention.“ Agriculture 
is a great subject in its place, bat somewhat differ- 
ent from literature, bistory,traveis,nataral science, 
&., &c., and not at all the thing to gratify a taste 
for reading among the rising generation. 

How can young persons of either sex be edified 
or profitably spend their time in perusing essays 
ou the most approved methods of breeding, cros- 
sing and rearing ;hogs, sheep, cattle and horses, or 
in studying the pedigree of famous stallions? 

Very few of these farm books, works on manures, 
muck, farm implements, piowing, planting, &., 
would be in any degree instructive or useful to 
farmers in a prairie country, and many of them are 
old publications which have been superseded by 
better works on the same subjects, These libra- 
ties contain between 50 and 60 volumes each, and 
are offered ata cost of $54,806. in Library No. 1 
there are of agricultural books 24 vols., costing at 
retail prices $26,35; in No. 2, 24 vols., cost $27,30; 
in No. 3,13 vols., cost $20,385. 

Of these there are six works on the horse, three 
on cattle, three on sheep, two on two on 
bees, three on architecture, uree on the grape, 
and seven on gardcuing; besides the larger part 
not O easily classed—qnite a number of which cost 
3.00, $4,00 and $5,00 each. A few of these works 
might be useful to some farmers, but are not sulted 
to the intellectual wants of their families. It would 
be just as proper to make out the balance of the 
libraries with all the works on cookery, domestic 
economy,and needle work, that have been pyb*“* 
ed, for the benefit of the farmers’ wiye- -40 daugh- 
ters, or because the arme “ilerest isan impor- 
tant one; e Use the money provided by the 

law tor school libraries, in purchasing patent corn 
planters for the use of the “ Deestrict.”"= Of the re- 


mainder of these libraries, a large part not copy 


right books, and but a small portion are such as 
would be selected by any intelligent Board of Di- 
rectors, it left to their own choice. 

It is a moderate estimate to say that not more 
than one fourth of these books would ever be read 
to any extent, and these would be the last cnes 


chosen in a good library. 
It can be easily demonstrated to any intelligent | 


mind hat for the cost of one of these libraries, 
books can be obtained which are worth the whole 
four of these as a district library. The School Li- 
branes published by Harper's several years ago, 
and furnished throughout the State of New York, 
contain over 50 volumes each, ably selected from 
the best literature of this country and the world, 
and are furnished for $20 each. I do not hesitate to 
say that either one of the Harper’s libraries would be 
more extensively read,and more ‘beneficial in any 
neighbo hood than the whole four of Mr. Moores 
„Illinois District School Libraries,” 80 called. 

There is nothing in the library clause of the new 
School Law requiring Schoo! Directors to purchase 
any particular collection, and these officers should 
be their own judges, aod only take these recommend. 
ations at what they are worth. — 

If selections could be made from these libraries 
it would be a hard matter to choose one desiiable 
library out of the four. But as the dose is already 
made up and sugared over with recommendations, 
those most interested are allowed no choice in the 
matter, but expected to swallow the prescription 
according to directions. Most monopolies are 
monstrous in some of their features but this is “a 
monster of so hideous mein, that (one would sup- 
pose) to be hated weeds but to be seen.” Such 
public interests are always best served by being 
‘hrvwa opea to competition, and the largest liberty
